) IRISH country houses are poor in outworks. Temples, 
obelisks, mausoleums are few compared to in Ss ° 
‘land..But in ome thing Ireland excels: gates. 


England; imposing gates ag denote a house of 


the first magnitude; many fine houses and parks are 
approached by what seems like an ordinary lane. 
ut the Irish nobleman or gentleman had greater pre- 
tensions; with lamited money to spend, he liked to 
make the. best show possible, on the public road, 
for all to see; and what better than an impeding 
gate? Few Irish houses can be seen from the road; 
the gate provides a foretaste of splendours to come. 
In fact, it is often the reverse. Some of the finest 
demesnes in Ireland, like Curraghmore, Abbeyleix,or 
21 


Killarney, are entered through gates hice are 
modest. Many a grand gate leads to a disappointing 


house, as though it is intended to make up for de- 


ficiencies within, or has swallowed up all the money. 
A Tipperary gentleman, building a castle, first built 
gates that would be worthy of it; so worthy that his 
money ran out and the splendid avenues lead to a 
cottage. 


. The oldest gates in Ireland are of the “manor . 


house” kind, piers with urns, pineapples or the balls 
said to denote a Justice of the Peace. They date 
_from the seventeenth or early eighteenth centuries 
and are as rare as the houses that go with them. 
Thomas Dineley shows some in the sketches he made 
during his tour of Ireland in the reign of Charles II. 
Piers dating from before 1680 survive at Ballintober, 
County Cork, though the house has been pulled 
; = far away, at Garrettstown, are ‘earl 
eighteenth cen ineapple gates. There are simi- 
As the-eighteenth century progressed, piers grew 
larger and more elaborate and duplicated to provide 
eee Some carried birds or beasts, like at Bally- 
n, 


Queen’s County, or sphinxes like at Castletown, . 


County Kildare. Some gained effect from their 
‘height, like at Headborough, County Waterford or 
Curragh Chase, County Limerick. Others were low 
and massive. Piers of this kind, by the Morrisons, 
can be seen at Fota, County Cork and Kilruddery, 
County Wicklow, heavily decorated with beasts, 


roundels of arms and mottoes. The lodge at Fota has — 


a portico, like a temple. Temple lodges exist in many

places, such as Longueville, County Cork and Bally- 
nagarde, County Limerick, where the gates them- 
selves have disappeared. at. 
Some gates are flanked by twin lodges, like at 
Marlfield, County Tipperary, Ballyedmond, County 
Cork and Ballynatray, County Waterford. Sull more 
imposing is the triumphial arch, which often has a 
smaller arch on either.side; rusticated, as at Summer- 
hill or Russborough; topped with a ereast, .as at 


- Powerscourt. Some are adorned with pilasters, others, 


like at Doneraile Court and Lota Beg, County Cork, 
have the entablature carried by free-standing Ionic 
columns. 
When ‘George IV visited Ireland, gentlemen built 
gates worthy to receive him, though he might only 
have been coming for a meal. As the King never 
reached the South, some of these gates were never 
used. Those at Kilshannig and Richmond, both in 
County Cork, have the main gate set between two - 
arches,which form posterns. There are numerous 
23 
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and varied examples of this style. One of the most 
elaborate is at Castle Hyde, not far from Kilshannig. 
The piers forming the sides of the arches are Doric, 
with friezes of triglyphs below the cornice. Over 
each arch is a sphinx. The arches themselves, sur- 
prisingly, are of an ogee shape, a move towards the 
Gothic. 

In his book on the Gothic Revival, Sir Kenneth 
Clark includes a nineteenth century view of the 
entrance to the demesne of Markree, County Sligo, 
set in a wildly romantic landscape, with castellations 
and a turret from which a flag flies proudly. It shows 
the importance of these early nineteenth centu 
Irish Gothic gates in the architecture of the Gothic 
Revival as a whole. They range from castellated 
pens like chessmen, which was all Big George” 

ingston saw fit to have at his castle of Mitchels-- 
town, to full-sized gatehouses, such as the one at 
Castle Bellingham. There are the massive entrances 
to Birr and Glenarm, with barbicans, like the farti-_ . 
fications of a mediaval town; the more slender Gothic 
archways of Slane Castle;.the gate with two round 
towers at Charleville, King’s County; the Castle Gate 
at Moore Abbey, County Kildare; archways, at Dun- 
sany Castle, Borris, County Carlow, Glenart, Coun 
Wicklow, Kiltinan Castle, County Tipperary (which 
also possesses a Classical archway), to mention a very 
few. Many houses not themselves Gothic have Got- 
hic gates, for example,.Anne’s Grove, County Cork 
or Castle Durrow, Kilkenny. At Castle Martyr, a 
rather strange classical house in County Cork, the 
old castle from which it takes its name is commemo-

e archway, a bridge with graceful metalwork 
balustrades, now, alas, broken, crosses a tributary 
of the Blackwater. Backed by trees and reflected in 
the river, the tall, blue-green dome takes one further 
even than the Orient: to Peking, the gardens of the 
Dowager Empress. 

Since the Dromana estate was bought by the Land 
Commission, the future of this delightful little build- 
ing, as with that of Dromana itself, is uncertain. The 
preservation of gates is a much smaller problem than 
that of houses. Lodges, situated on roads, would make ° 
labourer’s cottages; even if conversion and.moderni- 
zation is necessary it would surely be cheaper than 
building new council houses. Yet where a house it- 
self has gone, burnt down, one too often sees the 


~~ gate lodges falling into ruin. The lodge at Leamlara, 


County Cork, a well built cottage orné,has recently 
been razed to the ground by the Land Commiission. 
As for gates no longer used, they might be moved - 
and re-erected where they are wanted. Too many fine 


-gates crumble and rust, while institutions spend much 


money on concrete and aluminium paint. But even 
where a gate is abandoned, leading to nowhere, it is 


worth preserving. “Objects” are few enough in the 


Irish countryside; gates and lodges, often the only 
reminder of a vanished house, are a possession not to 


be lost.
